Chicago. Aug. 16 (ZP) — W illie 
Doody hee lost his appetite. 
The diminutive bandit who tot

guished In bls 
cell at the Cook 
county jail today and declined to 
touch Jail fare. 
He wasn't on a hunger strike, 
he explained, he Just wasn’t hun­ 
gry. 
Doody’s day was marked by the 
refusal of Judge Harry B. Miller 
in criminal court to give the ban­ 
dit bls release on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
Judge Miller dismissed 
a petition for a writ, flied by Doo- 
dy's attorney, William Scott Stew­ 
art, on the 
ground that Doody 
was technically in custody of fed­ 
eral authorities, and beyond the 
Jurisdiction 
of a 
Judge of 
the 
criminal court.
